ULTIMATUM TO THE

“4 FIGHT TO A FINISH.” 


The Executive Committees of the Society ot 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, sitting at 
Leeds, have demanded an inquiry into the sheot- 
ing of members of their Society at Mallow.

Asked if the Union's threat was to paralyse 
Irish shipping, Mr. Bromley said" No, but to 
ag yas the railwars of this country and Ire- 
and as well if the Government do not give 
way. We have notified all branches to-day to 
cease work on February 15 at a given hour 
unless this order is countermanded.” 


NO DATE FIXED. 


Mr. John Bromley, on his arrival in London. 
last night, was interviewed by a Press Associa 
tion representative. He said that the Govern- 
ment would only have received the letter setting 
forth the demands of the Union that morning, 
and, therefore, there had been no time for a 
reply. He expected developments im a day or 
two.

DUBLIN LAMPLIGHTERS’ 
WAGES AWARD. 


The Industrial Court issued its award yester- 
day in en arbitration concerning wages of lamp- 
lighters in Dublin. ‘The parties were the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union and the 
Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company. 
The representatives of the: parties were heard 
in Dublin on the 25th January, and the present 
reference to the Court wes in the form of a 
copy of certain correspondence. 

n the course of the hearing, it appeared that 
the complaint of the Union was that the lamp- 
gs who were paid £3 12s. 3d. for @ week 
of seven daye, were only receiving ordinary time 
for Sunday work. They claimed to be entitled 
to an additional payment in respect of time 
worked on Sundays. The material part of an 
agreement made between the parties con- 
cerned on the 20th January, 1920, 
was that there was provision in Clause 1 
that all men employed on Sunday duty 
were to be paid at the rate of double time for 
. at work. Before the agreement became opera- 

ve the men concerned were paid £2 16s, 3d. 
for a week of 47 hours, five of which were 
worked on Sundays. The effect of the pro- 
visions es to double time for Sunday work was 
to increase their weekly earnings by 6s., making 
their total wages £3 2s. 3d. 

It appeared from the evidence at the hearing 
that some misunderstanding had existed on 
both sides es to the nature of the additional 
payment for Sunday work, which seemed at 
some time to have been regarded as in the 
nature of war bonus. The agreement as to the 
payment of double time for Sunday work ap- 
plied to all the workers in the company’s em- 
ployment, but certain clesses of workers, in- 
cluding the yard labourers, were never called 
upon to work on Sundays, and consequently the 
agreement gave them no addition to their earn- 
ings. In March, 1920, the Union put forward a 
claim on behalf of these classes, in settlement 
of which the company granted an advance of 
6s. a week. That advance did not apply to 
lamplighters, whose wages remained at £2 16s. 
3d., with double time for Sunday work. It did 
apply to the yard labourers, whose wages were 
in consequence advanced from £2 14s. 3d. to 
£3 Os. 3d. a week. In the summer of 1920 the 
company granted a general advance in wages of 
10s. a week. This increased the rate payable 
to the lamplighterg to £3 6s. 3d., with double 
time for Sunday work, It appeared, however, 
thet the company had continued to calculate 
the extra payment for Sunday work on the old 
rate of £2 16s. 3d., omitting to take the increase 
into account.

IRISH BUTTER. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,-As if holders of butter in Ireland are 
not badly enough hit through the Department's 
insisting on 4, tons of butter being retained 


in cold storage in Ireland—a quantity far in | 


excess of what is really wanted to meet the 
people’s requirements—the Department is 
allowing butter in large quantities to be 
brought back again to this country to increase 
further the already glutted condition of the 
market. With licences that we get from the 
Department every fortnight to withdraw our 
quota, we also get a circular intimating to us 
that, if we are unable to sell the quantity 
we withdraw from cold storage, a permit will 
be granted to export the surplus. One boat 
takes away butter that cannat be sold here, 
and another boat brings back butter that waa 
already exported and that cannot be sold in 
England. Is it not already clear to the De- 
partment that those creameries which stored 
their quota are nearly ruined financially, with- 
out, making their losses greater? 

We were given to understand that we would 
get 3s. per pound for our cold etored butter. 
Are we getting it or anywhere near it? The 
Department should, in all fairness, stop butter 
from coming back into this country, and thue 
give an opportunity to creameries to get out 
without too heavy a loss. Moreover, the T@- 
partment is wholly responsible for any loss we 
sustain and in justice should compensate us. 
It is most unfair that we should be compelled 
to invest our capital in butter by a Government 
Department and then, in consequence of the 
Department's bungling, be faced with a serious 
loss. We who suffer should issiset by every 
means in our power on obtaining redress from 
the Treasury.—Yours, etc..

PONCE DE LEON.

' Sia,—Mr. H. H. Johnson's letter is interest- 
ing, if only because it shows that the habit of 
reading a good newspaper has survived in the 
Pharaohs in spite of political 
vicissitudes. But I think his reference to my 
“divagations” is a little hard. My story of 
Ponce de Léon was a slightly embroidered ver- 
sion of. the well-known Spanish legend which 
reached California, ria Mexico, and is current 
there. I asked nobody to accept its historic 
exactitude—in fact, I seem to remember dis- 
claiming any knowledge of Spanish history in 
the article in question. On the other hand, it 
no more occurred to me to explain that Ponce 
de Léon’s voyage in search of the Elixir of 
Youth was probably apocryphal than it would 
occur to a writer, who mentioned St. George 
and the Dragon, to add a footnote etating that 
George was probably a Cappadocian clergyman, 
who died in the odour of sanctity. It only re- 
mained for Mr. Johnson to point out that there 
are no “Mountains of the Moon ” in Florida to 
confute the late Mr. Edgar A. Poe, along with 
myself, and teach imagination not to raise its 

foolish head when there is a historian about. 
The fact remains that there is a current 
legend of one Ponce de Léon voyaging to Florida 
in search of the Elixir of Youth. Every 
American school child knows it, and there is 
nothing, eo far as [ know, to connect the 
traveller with the ecclesiastical de Léon, whose 
biography Mr. Johnson has so ably epitomised 
for us. I sincerely hope that some reader, with 
more time for research than I have, will be eble 
4 tell us whether the fabled adventurer had a 
yhysical, or merely a legendary, existence.—

A REMEDY FOR INDUSTRIAL 


UNREST, 

A lecture, entitled “ Welfare Work in the 
Factory,” was delivered last evening by Mr. J. 
8. Smurthwaite (Welfare manager, Messrs. W. 
and R. Jacob and Company, Lid.) at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, in connection with the 
series of lectures on “ Education and Citizen- 
ship.” Professor E. Hughes Dowling, M.A., pre- 
sided. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said that there was often overlapping in welfare 
work, There were no meetings, and no real 
good could be produced unless people met to- 
gether and discussed the matters thai concerned 
them, 

Mr. Smurthwaite, in the course of his ad- 
dress, said that every factory should have its 
own welfare work, and while there were gene- 
ral principles, each factory would have to carry 
out its own particular work. While welfare 
work was not exactly purely ‘educational, any 
work was educational that produced a better 
understanding between master and men, and 
between the men themselves in their daily work. 
Industrial unrest was largely due to misunder- 
standing, and to a very large extent a great 
deal of that misunderstanding could be removed 
by welfare work, which promoted a spirit of 
loyalty and good fellowship. During the past 
century, the industrial world had grown tremen- 
dously, and the men at the head of affairs dur- 
ing the past fifty years had got away altogether 
from the workers. In these daye of large fac- 
tories and big business concerns, the work of 
a manager or of an employer was so strenuous 
in competition that he kad no time to think of 
individual employés. On the other hand, the 
men missed that kind of fatherhood which for- 
merly existed between employer and employé 
and the consequence was that the men had 
drifted off into trade unionism. Both sides had 

ot hard, and there was a great deal of in- 
Sustrial unrest, which was absolutely unneces- 
sary. In most of the firms where welfare work 
had been carried on there had been fewer 
strikes. Many strikes originated from very 
small grievances, to which a man or woman in 
the ition of a welfare worker might give at- 
tention, and so avert a strike.
